WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—President Roosevelt has 
Monroe Doctrine. He has brought it back to its original purpose and 


tinies of the republics of Pan-America. 

The speech delivered by Mr. Roosevelt on Wil- 
son’s birthday will go down in history as a. definite 
evolution of our foreign policy. Future administra- 
tions, whether they be republican or democratic, will 
abide by it. They will have no other course to fur- 
sue without antagonizing the neighboring republics. 


When the Monroe Doctrine was first enunciated 
by President Monroe, it was a statement of policy 
designed to warn Europe that no power from the 
eastern hemisphere would be permitted to gain ter- 
ritory in this hemisphere. The implication was that 
the United States would resist by force any invasion 
of Pan-America. 


But as the Monroe Doctrine became a century 

old, the various acts of the Washington government

Alteration of Money Policy 
Seen in Roosevelt Address 


Economists Quick To 
Sense Difference in Ex- 
pression of Views Since 
October 22. 


By RICHARD L. TURNER. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.— 
The capital today studied the possi- 
bility of a significant change in Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s definition of a man- 
aged currency, impressed meanwhile 
with his assertion that other nations 
were not yet ready to join the United 
States in stabilization of their monies 

on a permanent basis. 

In his message to congress today, 
the chief executive said the goal of 
his monetary program was “a medium 
of exchange which will have over the 
years less variable purchasing and 
debt paying power than in the past.” 

Several economists were quick to 
contrast this with the summary of his 
objectives outlined in his speech of 
October 22, and to point out what 
they considered a distinct and im- 
difference in the degree of 
fluctuation envisaged in the two presi- 
dential pronouncements. In the Oc- 
tober speech, Mr. Roosevelt said: 

“When we have restored the price 
level, we shall seek to establish and 
maintain a dollar which will not 
change its purchasing and’ debt pay- 
ing power during the succeeding gen- 
eration,” 


—— 


Difference Noted. 

They said there was considerable 
difference between a currency the 
purchasing power of which would “not 
change’ and one of which the pur- 
chasing power would be “less variable 
than in the past” and regarded it as 
evidence that the president had found 
it advisable to alter his ideas. Others 
thought Mr. Roosevelt might be mere- 
ly seeking to clothe the same idea in 
different words. Official explanation 
was not forthcoming. 

On Capitol Hill and elsewhere 
some drew the conclusion that the 
chief executive was ready to stabilize 
the dollar from this statement in his 
message : 

“Careful investigation and constant 
study prove that in the matter of 
foreign exchange rates, certain of our 
sister nations find themselves so han- 
dicapped by internal and other condi- 
tions that they feel unable at this 
time to enter into stabilization dis- 
cussions based on permanent § and 
world-wide objectives.” 

Another group saw this sentence as 
an answer to those who in the last 
few months have repeatedly urged 
stabilization as a means of ending 
currency uncertainties which they re- 
carded as retarding business recov- 
ery and a simple statement that such 
action was impossible now. 

President’s Plan. 

The ‘president has said that when 
prices reached the desired level, the 
dollar would be revalued and stabi- 
lized. 

He has made three important pro- 
nouncements on the monetary situa- 
tion since in his inaugural address 
he declared for a “sound but adequate 
currency.” 

In a message to the delegation at 
the London economic conference he 


said, in vetoing a stabilization pro- 


posal then pending: 

“The revaluation of the dollar in 
terms of American commodities is an 
end from which the government and 
the people of the United States can- 
not be diverted. We wish to make 
this perfectly clear: We are interest- 
ed in American commodity prices. 
What is to be the value of the dollar 
in terms of foreign currencies is not 
and cannot be our immediate concern, 
The exchange value of the dollar will 
depend upon the success 
of other nations in raising the prices 
of their own commodities in terms of 
their national monies and cannot be 


' determined in advance of our knowl- 
'edge of such fact.” 


Between then and October, the dol- 
lar-pound and dollar-franc exchange 
rate fluuctuated widely and on Octo- 
ber 2 Mr. Roosevelt said:

WH. TERRELL, 66 
DIES AT HOSPITAL 


AWidely Known Lawyer 
“Was Prominent for 
Years in City Politics. 


W. H. Terrell, widely known At- 
lantan attorney and formerly promi- 
nent in city and state politics, died 
Wednesday night at 8:30 o'clock at 
an Atlanta hospital following an ill- 
ness of eight months. He was 66 and 
resided at 180 Luckie street. : 

Mr. Terrell was a brother of the 
late John Terrell, chief of the fire 
department.

Federal Prisoner Looks U p Law, 
Argues Own Case, Wins Freedom 


Bill Schiltz, who had served bare- 
ly a year of a 10-year term in the 
federal penitentiary here, and had 
two suspended sentences of 25 years 
each to boot, was given his liberty 
Wednesday by Judge BE.

Nichols then wrote to the authori- 
ties at Charlotte, and they informed 
him that no other charges were pend- 
ing. So Schiltz sees freedom in 10 
days.

Miss Cordelia Edna Brown, about 
60, widely known Atlanta church- 
worker and formerly a missionary to 
China, died Wednesday morning at a 
private hospital following a long pe- | 

riod of declining health. 

Miss Brown was church missionary 
of the First Baptist church of At- 
lanta and for 20 years her work 
among the poor and needy of the city 
had been outstanding.

She came to Atlanta many years 
ago as a staff worker of the Baptist 
tabernacle under the leadership of Dr. 

After several 
years with the tabernacle she went 

“to China as a missionary and served 
there for seven years but’ broken 
health forced her to return to this 
country. She came hack to Atlanta 
and was made church missionary of 
the First Baptist church. 

“IT have never known anyone who 
worked more untiringly and unsel- 
fishly in the interest of the poor,” 
Dr. Ellis A. Fuller, pastor of the 
First Baptist church, said of: her 
Wednesday night. “She administered 
literally to thousands of needy per- 
sons, and all who knew her realized 
that here was a life spent ungrudg- 
ingly in the interest of others. She 
gave her energy and money without 
stint.” 

Miss Brown was trained at the 
Moody Lible Institute in Chicago 
and came here following her gradua- 
tion. She was a native of Vermont.

THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 

In the president’s message to 
congress he reviews, in his usual 
frank manner, the progress that has 
been made toward recovery and the 
goal that it is hoped may be at- 
tained. 

The message is an historic re- 
minder of the fact that under the 
Roosevelt administration the coun- 
try has entered upon a new era 
and that the ‘‘new deal’ offers a 
hope for the American people that 
seemed impossible of attainment a 
year ago. 

The president touches only brief- 
ly upon the monetary policies of 
the administration, saying’ that 
“careful investigation and constant 
study prove that in the matter of 
foreign exchange rates, certain of 
our sister nations find themselves 
so handicapped by internal and oth- 
er conditions that they feel unable 
at this time to enter into stabiliza- 
tion discussions based on perma- 
nent and world-wide objectives.” 

He envisions the recovery steps 
that have been undertaken as ‘‘an 
integrated program, national in 
scope designed to save from 
destruction and to keep for the fu- 
ture the genuinely important values 
created by modern society.” Epito- 
mizing the causes of the economic 
collapse, the president says: 

The unnecessary expansion of in- 
dustrial plants, the waste of natural 
resources, the exploitation of the con- 
sumers of natural monopolies, the ac- 
cumulation of stagnant surpluses, 
child labor, and the ruthless exploita- 
tion of all labor, the encouragement 
of speculation with other people's 
money, these were consumed in the 
fires that they themselves kindled; 
we must make sure that as we re- 
construct our life there be no soil in 
which such weeds can grow again. 

Pursuant to this objective, the 
president, in effect, expresses the 
belief that the basic principles that 
have been outlined in the reforms 
instituted will become permanent 
features of the future life of the 
country. He foresees that the in- 
dustrial structure will continue un- 
der the supervision, although not

The statement of Samuel Dickstein, 
who has made an official inquiry into 
the activities of nazis in the United 
States, that 60,000 Hitlerite agents | 
have landed in the country in a few 
months’ time, seems incredible on the 
face of it. But supposing for the 
moment that it is correct, what can 
the object be, win America for th 
German brand of fascism? Or just¥ 
spread the idea that Hitler wants 
peace, which he unquestionably wants, 
so as to give him time to prepare 
Germany for a new “march to glory” 
across piles. of corpses and through 
rivers of blood? 

It is about time we in America 
started to pay some attention to our 
own accredited and trustworthy cor- 
respondents in the reich. The one 
after the other, Mowrer of the Chi- 
cago News; Leland Stowe, of the 
Herald Tribune; Knickerbocker, Rob- 
ert Dell, Matthew Halton and several 
others have reached the same conclu- 
sions about the real aims and objects 
of Hitlerism. In the end, it means 
war, and before that spiritual enslave- 
ment. For without a spineless mass 
of obedient creatures, their heads fill- 
ed with an insane domination idea, 
Hitler cannot hope-to face Europe 
in the way he wants to. That is 
why he requires time. 

The propaganda machinery must 
go on poisoning and lying for years 
yet before the German people are im- 
bued with the right kinds of ideas. 
The German press at the present mo- 
ment prints news so carefully doc- 
tored and frequently distorted that 
we can see the process of spiritual 
preparation for the great ‘““‘Tag” in 
full sway. Naturally, the agents of 
naziism over in America deny this. 
They come and tell us that Hitler 
saved Germany and Europe from bol- 
shevism. There never was a moment’s 
danger of a bolshevik coup. So little 
danger was there in fact that Herr 
Goering fired the reichstag in order to 
‘saddle the bolsheviks with the blame 
and unloosen the nazi terror. In the 
ordinary course of events bolshevism 
hadn’t a chance in the world in Ger- 
many. But now it has. Hitler has 
given it that chance it lacked. He is 
preparing the way for bolshevism un- 
adulterated.

BUDGET WASHINGTON, January 3.—Wise financial insiders 
| are interpreting the new budget layout as conclusive 
proof that Mr. Roosevelt must devalue and inflate. 

No matter what the administration says about it, these experts 
can see no other way for the government to meet its deficit. They 
had expected the treasury would run heavily into the red this year, 
but they did not realize how much. 

They know what the public does not, namely, that some heavy 
refinancing must be done in the spring. The course of expendi- 
tures now marked out suggest that billions more must be raised. 

That is the most important problem the government is facing 


JIGGERING Administration officials are much more optimistic 
about it than the experts are. The officials are 
apparently sincere in their belief that they can market an unlimited 
amout of debt if they handle it right. For one thing there are not 
many places for people to put their money now. 
Also the entire banking structure rests on the maintenance of 
a large govefnment debt. Under pressure the banks can shoulder 
considerably more. 

. There is no question but what this problem is what has held 
up the budget so long. For days and nights during the past week, 
Mr. Roosevelt has been jiggering and rejiggering it.

Measure Is Designed To 
Curb Much Bootlegging 
in Wet States. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—(/)— 
The new liquor tax bill designed to 
bring in %$470,000,000 in revenue at 
rates low enough to discourage boot- 
legging in wet states will be brought 
up tomorrow in the house for speedy 
action. 

Completing the measure today, the 
Ways and means committee formally 
reported it to the house’ with the 
statement that it believed the rates 
“will return the maximum amount of 
revenue without incurring the dangers 
of perpetuating illegal liquor traffic 
by excessive rates.” 

The bill was made the first order 
of legislative business by Represent- 
ative Byrns, of Tennessee, democratic 
leader, who told the house: 

“We are losing hundreds of thou-

Roosevelt’s Call to Congress 
| To Continue Recovery Drive 


I eome before you at the opening 
of the regular session of the 73rd 
congress; not to make requésts for 
special or detailed items of legisla- 
tion; I come, rather, to counsel with 
you, who, like myself, have been se- 
lected to carry out a mandate of the 
whole people, in order that without 
partisanship you and I may ‘co-op- 
erate to continue the restoration - of 
our national well-being and, equally 
important, to build on the rvuins. vf 
the past a new structure designed 
better to meet the present problems 
of modern civilization. 

Such a structure includes not only 
the relations of industry and agri- 
culture and finance to each other, 
but also the effect: which all of 
these three have on our individual 
citizens and on the whole people as 
a nation. 

Battle Lines Drawn. 

Now that we are definitely in the 
process of recovery, lines have been 
rightly drawn between those to whom 
this recovery means a return to old 
methods—and the number of these 
people is small—and those for whom 
recovery means a reform of many 
old methods, a permanent readjust- 
ment of many of our ways of think- 
ing and therefore of many of our 
social and economic arrangements. 

Civilization can not go back: 
Civilization must not stand still. W 
have undertaken new methods. It 
is our task to perfect, to improve, 
to alter when necessary, but in all 
cases to go forward. To consolidate 
what we are doing, to make our eco- 
nomic and social structure capable 
of dealing with modern life is the 
joint task of the legislative, the ju- 
dicial, and the executive branches of 
the national government, 

Mere Materialism Not Good. 

Without regard to party, the over- 
whelming majority of our people seek 
a greater opportunity for humanity 
to prosper and find happiness. They 
recognize that human welfare has 
not increased and does not increase 
through mere materialism and lux- 
ury, but that it does progress 
through integrity, unselfishness, re- 
sponsibility and justice. ; 

In the past few months, as a re- 
sult of our action, we have demanded 
of many citizens that they surrender 
certain licenses to do as they pleased 
in their business relationships; but 
we have asked this in exchange for 
the protection which the state can 
give against exploitation by their 
fellow men or by combinations of 
their fellow men. 

Congress Praised. 

I congratulate this congress upon 
the courage, the earnestnesS and the 
efficiency with which you met the 
crisis at the special session. It was 
your fine understanding of the na- 
tional problem that furnished the ex- 
ample which the country has_ so 
splendidly followed. I venture to say 
that the task confronting the first 
congress of 1789 was no greater than 
your own. 

I shall not attempt to set forth 


which we experienced last March, 
nor the many measures which you 
and I undertook during the special 
session that we might initiate recov- 
ery and reform. 

It is sufficient that I should speak 
in broad terms of the results of our 
common counsel. 

The eredit of the government has 
been fortified by drastic reduction 
in the cost of its permanent agencies 
through the economy act. 

Stability Sought. 

With the two-fold purpose of 
strengthening the whole financial

ROOSEVELT BACKS 
RECOVERY SET. 


President Urges Congress 
To Retain ‘New Deal’ 


Alignment. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—(#)—In 
a vigorously worded, personally de- 
livered message, President Roosevelt 
today pointed an enthusiastic congress 
toward his conception of a permanent 
recovery on a new basis. 

The president thrust deeply toward 
some of the recently disclosed practices 
of big business in the banking and 
speculative fields. 

He told the joint session of con- 
gress that the nation is “definitely in 
the process of wecovery.” and pro- 
posed a permanency of the principles 
of his monetary, agriculture and in- 
dustrial programs. 

For new fields of immediate effort, 
he asked “stringent preventive or 
regulatory measures” in the nation’s 
business affairs and a governmental 
and public war against organized 
crime. 

Tax Evaders Scored. 

“T am speaking,” said the president 
in raised voice, “of those individuals 
who have evaded the spirit and pur- 
pose of our tax laws, of those high 
officials of banks or corporations who 
have grown rich at the expense of 
their stockholders or of the public, of 
those reckless speculators with their 
own or other people’s money whose 
operations have injured the values of 
the farmer’s crops and the savings 
of the poor. 

“In the other category, crimes of or- 
ganized banditry, cold-blooded shoot- 
ing, lynching and kidnaping have 
threatened our security. 

“These violations of ethics and these 
violations of law call on the strong 
arm of government for their immedi- 
ate suppression; they call also on the 
country for an aroused public opin- 
ion.” 

Applause Frequent. 

The presidential message, delivered 
amid frequent applause and received 
with cheers, was general in scope and 
bore no_ specific legislative recom- 
mendations. 

The president left no doubt that he 
wanted the emergency recovery pro- 
gram continued with necessary modi- 
fications and announced he would re- 
new direct federal relief pending the 
restoration of. private employment. 

“We have ploughed the furrow,” he 
said, “and planted the good seed; the 
hard beginning is over. If we would 
reach the full harvest we must culti- 
vate the soil where this good seed is 
sprouting and the plant is reaching 
up to mature growth.” 


Briefly discussing his managed cur- |. 


rency program, Mr. Roosevelt said it 
had the purpose of strengthening the 


financial structure “and of arriving | 


eventually at a medium of exchange 
which will have over the years: less 
variable purchasing and debt-paying 
power for our people.” 

Internal difficulties of some for- 
eign nations, he added, made the ques- 
tion of stabilization of currencies in 
the foreign exchange on a permanent 
and world-wide basis a long way off. 

Great Strides. 

He said there had been “great 
strides” under the national recovery 
act and proposed that this be made 
a permanent thing “under the super- 
vision but not the arbitrary dictation 
of government itself.”’ 

“Actual experience with the opera- 
tion of the agricultural act,” he said, 
“leads to my belief that thus far the 
experiment of seeking a balance be- 
tween production and consumption is 
succeeding and has made progress en-

At the White House Mr. Roosevelt 
said he probably from time to time 
also would submit other messages, 
but that there was no fixed sched- 
le for this, and he expected most 
of the legislation to originate in 
committees and be enacted in close 
co-operation between the White House 
and congress. 

“Now that we are definitely in the 
process of recovery,” he said, “lines 
have been rightly drawn between those 
to whom this recovery means a return 
to old methods—and the number of 
these people is small—and those for 
whom recovery means a reform of 
many old methods—a permanent read- 
justment of many of our ways of 
thinking and, therefore, of many of 
our social and economic arrangments.”

VARIED TALENTS 


According to the ancient wise men 


of India, “the dancer (or actor) should 
be handsome, of sweet speech, learned, 
capable, eloquent, of good birth, learn- 
ed in the scriptures of art and 
science, of sweet voice, versed in song, 
instrumental music and dancing, self- 
confident, and of ready wit.”

for.all women of her race. And Sim- 
kie, who is not a native Hindu, but 
a French girl from Paris. A French 
girl, however, who has adopted Hindu- 
ism as her religion and because of 
her acceptance of that faith wears 
upon her forehead the mark of a 
high caste Hindu and dresses, almost 
at all times, in Hindu costume.

The Opening Hand. 
BY ELY CULBERTSUN

Next to the pass the opening bid of | 
one is the most important call in con- | 
tract bridge. It is also the ideal bid. | 
Only in the rarest cases is the best | 
final bid apparent from the start. | 
and usually a tremendous amount of | 
information must be exchanged before | 
it is possible to determine the best | 
choice of contracts from the point of | 
view of the combined hands of the} 
partnership. Hence the necessity for | 
economy of bids, which, like a precious | 
code language, must be highly concen-, 
trated: 

Every bid made must open up 4° 
double view of the hand, for there | 
are two types of winning cards upon | 
which it may be based. First are the | 
honor-tricks, for the string of small | 
trumps which are of great value at | 
the player's own trump bid become | 
worthless against the opponents’ bids | 
or in support of some other bid made | 


by partner. An opening bid is a leap | 


in the dark, and honor-tricks are liquid | 
values. If partner can expect a mini-— 
mum number of them from the open- 


far the opponents can go in their bid- 
ding. The fact that 2 1-2 honor-tricks | 
approximate a hand which is a queen 
better than each players average | 
share of an ace, a king, a queen and | 
a knave gives us a line of demarca- 
tion between an opening bid and an 
original pass. 

Of equal importance are the dis- 
tributional or low-card values, and 
exact information on suit lengths must 
be exchanged between partners for 
the selection of the best bid. This ms) 
formation is conveyed by giving a 
definite minimum length and strength | 
for biddable and rebiddable suits, and 
by a system of trump supports and 
denials. 

The scientific requirements for 
opening suit bids of one in the Cul- 
bertson system are so delicately ad- 
justed—to be fitted for expert play— 
that they offer the greatest defense 
compatible with safety, and as a mat- 
ter of deliberate policy take into ac- 
count the possibility of occasional loss. 
Since these requirements are the re- 
sult of years of research and prac- 
tical tests, the reader is urged to ad- 
here to them—but not without imagi- 
nation. Unfortunately many players, 
upon their own initiative, introduce 
radical variations in these require- | 
ments, not realizing that an arbitrary | 
change, particularly upward, will 
surely lead to serious loss. The theory 
of opening bids of one offers excep- 
tional difficulties because the very oc- 
casional losses due to light, though 
sound, opening bids are glaring on the 
score pad, while the considerable gains 
accruing from the tactics of aggressive 
defense are generally invisible. One 
cannot become a winning player unless 
one has learned defensive bidding, and 
of all defensive bids an opening one- 
bid in a suit is the best.

LONDON, Jan. 3.—/™—The 
death list of persons connected with 
the opening of the tomb of King 
Tut-ankh-amend in 1922 in Egypt 
was brought to 20 today with the 
death of Arthur Edward VDearse 
Brome Weigall. 

Weigall, who was present when 
the tomb was opened, died yester- 
day at the age of 53 after a long 
illness.
